FRUITS OF ISOLATION. 
Suppose it is granted for the sake 
of argument that the dangers which 
we would have incurred by ratifying 
the Treaty and joining the League 
were as real 
and 
as 
great as the 
Treaty-wreckers and the anti-League 
men declared they were, would we be 
in worse shape today if we had rati­ 
fied the Treaty and joined the League 
than we are in now? 
If the republi­ 
can senators think so, it would be in­ 
teresting to have them go into par­ 
ticulars. 
They talked during the campaign 
about all sorts 
of 
calamities which 
would befall if we joined the League. 
Most of these calamities were so arti­ 
ficial and so imaginary that one has 
difficulty now in recalling just what 
they were. But one immense calamity 
has befallen since then— namely, the 
practical paralysis of the organism of 
civilization— and there is every rea­ 
son to believe that this calamity has 
been hastened and intensified by, if it 
is not altogether due to our refusal to 
join the League. 
The paralysis of civilization is dem­ 
onstrated by the failure of civilization 
to make better progress towards re­ 
covery from the disruption of the war, 
Indeed the 
conviction 
grows in the 
minds of many thoughtful people that 
since the war civilization has done lit­ 
tle more than hold its own, if it has 
not actually been slipping backward. 
This might have happened anyhow. 
But does it not seem to be a reasonable 
assumption that if the nations which 
make up civilization— especially this 
nation, the richest, the most powerful, 
the least damaged by the war— had 
got together after the war and had 
worked together to set the world or­ 
ganisms lh running order again, the 
world situation would probably have 
been better than it is today. 
We were told in those mad days of 
the campaign that the world situation 
did not interest us. 
The rest of the 
world could stew in its own juice, the 
senators informed us. 
So we let it 
stew. 
And now— well, it cannot be 
said that in this part of America, at 
any rate, the policy of isolation has 
brought prosperity and peace of mind.

An ambassador, especially to so im­ 
portant a post as that which Col. Har­ 
vey is now to fill, should be a man of 
tact, discretion, good taste, polished 
manners, sound scholarship, and a de­ 
votion to his country’s welfare which 
rises superior to 
personal 
ambitions 
and personal animosities. 
The United 
States has been served by an extraor­ 
dinary succession of men at the Court 
of St. Jam es’s 
wrho 
displayed these 
qualities in a marked degree— John 
Adams, John Quincy Adams, Charles 
Francis Adams, James Russell Lowell, 
George Bancroft, Edward J. Phelps, 
Thomas K Bayard, John Hay, Joseph 
H. Choate, Waiter Page and John W. 
Davis. We regret that President H ar­ 
ding could not have added to this illus­ 
trious 
group 
an 
ambassador 
who 
would have contributed to his high of­ 
fice less brilliant pugnacity and more 
ot fhe diplomatic qualities of his pre­ 
decessors that even Col. Harvey’s best 
friends believe that he possesses. 
We are informed on excellent au­ 
thority that President Harding is as­ 
suming full personal responsibility for 
the ambassadorial

of 
the new administration and that his 
choice for what is probably the most 
important ambassadorial office in the 
present-day world is founded upon his

The proposed bond issue of $350,- 
000 for reconstruction of the Pettis 
county court house, 
partially 
de­ 
stroyed by fire on June 16, 1920, 
at a special election held through­ 
out the county Saturday resulted 
in an exceptionally light vote being 
cast, which was over two to one 
against the plan submitted. 
With nine rural precincts miss­ 
ing of the thirtvnine in the county 
the unofficial 
returns 
tabulated 
Saturday night showed a total of 
2979 against and 1419 for the issu­ 
ance of the bonds. 
In Sedalia a larger percentage of 
the vote cast favored the issue than 
in other towns of the county and 
in country precincts, hut it 
fell 
short of getting an even break in 
the Sedalia precincts. 
Apathy on the part of voters to 
go to the polls was evidenced in all 
parts of the county the total show- 
ing the lightest returns from any 
election held In a long term of 
years. 
The vote in the two Hughesville 
precincts was unusual 
as 
in 
Hughesville No. 2 not a single vote 
was reported as favoring the pro­ 
posal, while thirty-three were cast 
in opposition, while in Hughesville 
No. I one vote was recorded as 
favoring the issue with 161 against.

recent months, they were picked to 
pass the summer months at their 
former homes. 
Refugees who have already start­ 
ed the homeward journey were sup­ 
plied with food and money by 
re­ 
lief organizations. 
In many cases, 
the famine victims were given food 
for two weeks and funds to buy ad­ 
ditional food for a month. Seeds for 
planting were furnished in abund­ 
ance. 
Transportation 
was 
furnished 
free bv the railroads. 


Elijah E. Johnston, one of Se­ 
dalia^ most prominent and highly 
respected citizens, and 
who 
for 
nearly eight years has been post­ 
master, passed away at his home, 
710 West Fourth street, Saturday 
afternoon at 5:53 o'clock, after an 
illness that had been acute only a 
few’ days. 
Mr. Johnston was born in Coles 
County, 111., March 25, 1848, the son 
of William B. and Josephine John­ 
ston. He was educated in the com­ 
mon schools of his native county, 
and engaged in the mercantile busi­ 
ness at Charleston, 111., which busi­ 
ness he sold out in 1882 and came 
to Sedalia. 
Upon coming to this 
city he purchased the Finis Arnold 
Clothing Co., now known as the 
Johnston Clothing Co., which is the 
oldest established clothing business 
in Pettis county. 
On September 20, 1878, Mr. John­ 
ston was married to Miss Martha 
Jane Tinsman, of Coles 
County, 
III., who survives him. 
To them 
were born 
five 
children, 
John, 
Hugh and Clarence, all associated 
with their father in the clothing 
business, Mrs. Frank E. Brown, also 
of this city, and Thomas Welling­ 
ton, deceased. 
Three 
grandchil­ 
dren also survive, Emery and How­ 
ard Johnston and Frances Brown. 
Mr. Johnston’s career in public 
life has been a notable and credit­ 
able one. He first entered politics 
when lie made the race for mayor 
of Sedalia on the Democratic ticket 
during the nineties. 
Later he was 
elected representative from Pettis 
county, and served as a member of 
the forty-third and forty-fourth gen­ 
eral assemblies. While serving as 
a member of the Missouri legisla­ 
ture he was the author of the com­ 
pulsory school 
law’, 
which 
was 
passed, and proved to be the hest 
school law enacted in the State of 
Missouri within a period of fifty 
years. 
He was also the author of 
the county superintendent bill, and 
while a member of the legislature 
secured the passage of the appro­ 
priation of $200.00 to defray the 
expense of the erection of the State, 
Fair buildings at Sedalia. 
He was appointed postmaster of 
Sedalia March 19, 1914, and his 
term wrould have expired in Sep­ 
tember, 1922. 
Mr. Johnston wTas a member of 
the Masonic organization and had 
taken all the degrees in both the 
York and Scottish rites. For many 
years he had been treasurer 
of 
Granite lodge No. 272, which posi­ 
tion he held at the time of his 
death. 
Mr. Johnston was a de­ 
vout and active member of 
the 
First Methodist Episcopal church, 
and for a long period of time was 
prominent in its Sunday school. 
He was also connected with many 
other fraternal and beneficial 
or­ 
ganizations. 
No resident of Sedalia was held 
in higher esteem than was the de­ 
ceased, and there will be universal 
sorrow in all classes over his de­ 
mise.

CAH GROW STRAWBERRIES 
RI THE HOME GARDEN 


Strawberries may be grown in 
the average home garden as easily 
as radishes, and though they are 
a little more trouble, think of the 
reward! 
Fall bearing varieties, especially 
Progressive, which is generally con­ 
sidered best of these, have done 
much to popularize the strawberry 
for home cultivation. Two crops are 
borne by a well established bed, 
one in the summer when other ber­ 
ries bear and another in the fall. If 
the plants are disbudded in the 
summer, they will bear more pro­ 
fusely in the 
fall 
and 
continue 
bearing until checked by frost. 
Plants may be obtained now most 
cheaply, as well 
grown 
dormant 
plants may be set out in April and 
May, and will become established 
quickly. 
In the fall it is necessary 
to plant pot grown plants which are 
more expensive. 
For garden planting it is best to 
make the rows three feet apart 
and set the plants from 18 inches to 
two feet apart in the rows. 
It is 
important to set the plants at prop­ 
er depth. 
The crown of the roots 
should be level with the surface of 
the soil and each plant should be 
firmly pressed into the ground. In* 
the 
northern 
states 
the 
plants 
should be mulched in winter. 
They are several ways of grow- 
ing strawberries, but the best plan 
for the home gardener is to de­ 
velop each plant to the limit of its 
capacity. 
This is done by pinching 
off the runners, which is easy to 
say but not easy to do. 
In the 
growing season it keeps you busy 
putting a stop to the efforts of the 
strawberry plant to reproduce it­ 
self. But persist, and you will see 
the parent 
plant 
concentrate its 
strength in the production of ber­ 
ries, much to your delight. 
Sena­ 
tor Dunlap is a favorite midseason 
variety.

The governments efforts to ar­ 
range celebrations met with oppo­ 
sition everywhere. 
A number of

tions were made to the event upon 
political and religious grounds. 
At St. Etienne disorder broke out 
during services in the church. Re­ 
volver shots were exchanged but 
there were no casualties.

In various cathedrals throughout 
the country services were held to
